We receire the lass volume of the history of
the times of *Frederick the Grent,” witn & sense
of rellef. We had feared that the ola man ol
eighty wounld have died before ho liad put a
peried to his lomg work, before ho had placed
Frederick quietly in his tombh,. We therefore
are [glad to soe the present volame; but we
view it rather as & book of refersnos than as an
addition to the current Mwrature of the day,
There woe a time whem  Carlyle wrote with
vigorous foree:—his wild eoteniricities of expres-
gion, his originality of phrascology, sad the
vivid power of comparison and expression
which he cxhibited, sctod as charms te add
Tustre (o Ins productions. But in his o1d aze he
has degenernted into affectation, What thoen
wus natural, vivid, and strong, i now rapid and
stilted. Hi= complexity has incroased and his
foree hos diminished. 1t ls not our purpose to
enter into an extended critlclsm of Carlyle's
stgle. A newspaper yeview s not a fleld for
such an undertaking; but sufiice it to say, that
those who live laboved through the preceding
five volumes will fimd the last an improvement
in point of simpHleity.

The time of which it treats (s the last thres
years ol his hife, Tho author rambles on with-
oul any restraint through literature, politics,
war, strategy, and diplomacy. He gives us all
the differcat views ol his charaoter, and faally
brings it down to his last hours. As the pie-
ture of thls scene bas bren belore the resding
publie for years, we guote thal portion ol the
work which terminates the life and concludes
the history of the “Inst of the kinags:—"

“Frem Sun-Souel the King did appear agaln on
horseback: rode out several times (‘Conde,’a
fine Englich horse, one of his favor:tes, carry-
ing bim—tbe Conde who had many years of
sinecure alterwards, and was well known te
Touring people): the ridea were short; once to
the New Puluce to loek at sems new Vinery
there, thenco 1o the gates of Potsdam, which he
was for entering; buc finding masons at work,
and the strests encumbered, did not, and rode
home mstead: this, o1 not above two miles, was
the longest ride or all. Selle’s aftendaoce, less
#and less ju csteem with the King, and less and
less followed by hiwm, did not quite cease ol
June 4; that day the King had said to Sslle, or
fo bimsell, ‘It 18 enough.' That longest of his
rides was in the third week after, June 22, Mid.
summer-Day. July 4 he rode sgain; and it was
for the lust time, Aboat two weeks & ter Conde
was again brought outy but it would not do.
*Adien, my Conde: not poisible as things are !’

“During all ths while, and to the very end,
Friedrich's affoirs, great and small, were, in
overy branch and itewm, guided ou by him wilth
8 purfection net gurpassed in his palmiest duys;
be saw Lis Mipisters, saw all who had business
with him, many 5o had hittle; snd in the sore
coil ot booily migeries, as Herwzberg observed
with wonder, never was the King's intellect
clearer, or his judgment more just snd decisiva,
Of s disease, except to the doctors, he spoke
no word to anybody, The body of Friedrich iy
a roin, but his soul s still na::‘; and receives
lus trends and hls tasks a8 foruferly, Asthina,
dropsy, erysipelas, continual loss of slesp; for
muny months past he has not besn in . but
sits day aud mght in an easy chair, unable to
get hreath except in that posinre. e sald one
moruing, to somcbody entering, ‘I you hap-
pened to want o night-watcher, | could suit you
well'

His multiiarious milliary business comes first;
then his three elerks with the civil and politi-
cnl, These three he latterly, instead of calling
ubout 6 or 7 o'clock, hie hus had to appoint tor
4 cuclt morning, 'My situsation torces me,' hisg
mesdnge suld, ‘to give them this trouble, which
they will not have to suder long. My life is on
the aeeline. The time which 1 still have T must
employ; 1t belongs mot to me, but Lo the State,’
About 11, busiuess, (ollowed by short surgicasl
delnlls or dressings (sadly 1nsisted om in those
books, aud in themselves sulliciently sad), bei.qf
all done—his friends or daily company sre ad-
mitted; five cluefly, or (uob counting Minister
Hertzberg) four, Lucchesini, Schwerna, Pinto
Gortz; who sit with him about one iear now, nmj
two hours in the evening nguin—dreary company
to our minds, perhnaps pot quite so dreary to the
King's; but they are all he has left. And he
talks cheerfully with them en ‘literature, his.
tory, on the topics of the day, or whatever topic
rises, #8 il there wag no sickness here! A man
adius ed 10 bis hard circumstsnoes; and bearing
hiwsell manlike snd kinglike among them,

“He well knew himsell 10 be dying; but soma
think, expected that the end might be a litile
furtaeroll, There is & grand simplicity of stoi-
olsm i him; comiug as 1l by nature, or by long
Sroond-nnture; gnely umeonscious ol itsalr, and
finuing nothing of peroulinr o this now trial Isid
onit.

They give us his beat parts of skill,
and leave the wash and paint ol old agze o hils
Jate werks., However, with all hls fuulte, he
can well say, "“Now lot thy servanl depart in
peace,’! For over hall a geatury he has been
indefntigable in his literary industry, and now
that bis last great work Is ended, wo can spply
to bim the words, “*Well done, gool aad fslth-
ful gervant;" enter now 1nto thy desarved rest,

Hey on this subject. Nothing vonld be plainer
or more falr than this proposition. This s the

ut instend ol meoting him onthat gronnd, they
have sppointed their “Coniral Directory,” the
Commitioe of Fi/teen, and refuss to consider the
€lalma evon of 1hose mea who fought in the
Unfon armies, and were loyalto the Union In the
darkest days of our war,” In order to snstaiy
themsaelves belore the people in their opposition
o thiz plain, sensible, wad praciioal plan, the
are continuully soverting that e Preaident s
Lrying o loree thom to open toe doors of Con-
gress to the lead'ng eeoessloulsts, Thoey know
that i the pronle once fully comprebend Mr.

thwa we ure. So long as<Congress places the
loyal men of the Sonth in this position thers is
1o possible chunce for the growth ol Union
genfiment in those Sintes, The peupls cannot
#cc bow they arc =oing to main maything by
electing loyal men to represent them in Con-
gress, and the result is that they are dally losing
their etrength apd influence at home, Thus,
while the policy of the Presideat, if carried out,
will strenpsthen ond ineresse the Unfon senti-
ment of the Sonth, und make those men who
remained loyal throughoat the war the basis
fur the poverning purty n that section, that
porsued by Congress emboldens the secesslonists
and continues the political contral of afl of

The result woull be that we would be plunged
into a struggle at vuoe for the possession of the
Government, "Whis i= the loxical result and the
fcquence to the present policy of the radicals,
It wou.d be a strusele both neros and relentless,
This the President wishes to avoud, and has
designated a policy whioh will gsente n peacefal
and permanent restoration of (he eountry, with-
out any danger o! collisions hereafter, if the
people desire an carly snd amicable adinstment
of the afiairs o/ the nation, and to wvoid all
breakers anead, thea let them pally to the sup-
port of tae Presicent. Bot ir they desire anotuoer
wur, apother revolution, they can have it by
suptaining sho radioul Juoooing, This 1& the
lssue, nnd the pouple must not be deceived in
regard to it
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
